Anti-Semitism and Internalized 
Anti-Semitism: Being Jewish 


in a Christian Culture 


As one cannot grow up in this culture and 
not be influenced by heterosexism, one 
cannot grow up in this culture and not be 
affected by the dominant Christian cul- 
ture. Christianity is the air we breathe, and 
since it is like air, it is invisible. Unless 
we expose for ourselves the true nature of 
this force in our lives, we are unlikely to 
be aware of how it affects us. Consider 
how many American Jews felt that the 
way to survive was to assimilate, chang- 
ing last names, not wearing identifying 
clothes, and not speaking of our Jewish 
identity. Most of have learned to survive 
in unique ways. We have needed to. It is 
the same as a child who learns to survive 
a family by assimilating into the family 
culture. Often that is by becoming invisi- 
ble. What also becomes invisible is our 
own internalization of the dominant 
Christian culture. Many of us are con- 
sciously aware of some ways that we have 
internalized anti-Semitism, but many of us 


are probably not aware of the extent of the 
pain, and how it affects us in our daily 
lives. Internalized anti-Semitism makes it 
hard for Jews to tell how safe or how dan- 
gerous a situation really is; we can under- 
react or overreact. As with any marginal- 
ized group, we can turn outer hatred 
and/or disdain on ourselves. 

On January 22, from 3:00-6:30pm Terry 
Fletcher and Jim Frazin of the Progressive 
Havarah, and Randy Weled, our resident 
counselor, will be leading us in a work- 
shop that will include the following com- 
ponents: There will be a presentation 
about the political and historical back- 
ground of Anti-Semitism followed by a 
chance for people to talk about how Anti- 
Semitism and internalized oppression has 
affected their lives. Most of our discussion 
will take place in small groups and dyads. 
We hope this will only be the beginning of 
an ongoing dialogue, the form of which 
we will discover together. 


From the Rabbi’s Study 
Pilgrimage! 
In Jerusalem 


with WorldPride 


Pilgrimage. In ancient times, everyone 
went, at least once in a lifetime, if not once 
in a year, for the Pilgrimage Festivals of 
Sukkot, Pesach and Shavuot. In my Rosh 
Hashanah message, I asked those gathered 
to make a vow to visit Israel. Now, I know 
vows are a serious commitment in 
Judaism, so I want to do everything I can to 
help you to fulfill this promise. 


On July 30th, 2006, Congregation Sha’ ar 
Zahav will leave on a fifteen day pilgrim- 
age. For the first week, we will travel as a 
group, joined by other GLBT Jews from 
around the country for a week of explor- 
ing, hiking, eating, swimming, snorkeling, 
and discovery. We will begin in Tel Aviv 
and head South, where we will spend time 
in the resort areas of Eilat and the Dead 
Sea. We will also have the option of spend- 
ing a full day in Petra, Jordan. On August 
5th, our group will combine with our sib- 
ling congregation in New York City, Beth 
Simchat Torah and spend the next week as 
one large group exploring Jerusalem, 
meeting with LGBT activists and celebrat- 
ing World Pride. 


There are several special events already 
planned for World Pride, including a 
GLBT Multifaith Conference, an opportu- 
nity to meet with LGBT lawyers about gay 
rights in Israel, a World Pride Beach Party 
in Tel Aviv and Kabbalat Shabbat and din- 
ner with the Jerusalem Open House. We 
are planning an excursion into the West 
Bank with the Rabbis for Human Rights, 
where we will learn firsthand from 
Palestinians and Israelis about the political 
complexities and struggles of recent years. 


This year’s trip will be one of a kind, in 
part because of the unusual opportunity to 
join with congregants from around the 
country who belong to our sibling congre- 
gations. I have been on several conference 
calls with a half dozen colleagues who are 
all planning to join us for this experience. I 
hope you will think most seriously about 
joining us. We are having an informational 
meeting, January 5, 7 pm. Please let my 
assistant, Gabby Volodarsky know if you 
are interested in receiving the current draft 


of our itinerary as 
well as’ whatever 
additional materials 
will be distributed. 


I know that some of 
you already have 
tickets for Italy and 
for Maui. Those are 
nice vacations. But if 
you want to be touched as a Jew, if you 
want to be changed as a human being, then 
you have to go to Israel. If being a Jew is 
part of your personal story, then being in 
Israel must be part of your experience. If 
you want to be a voice of legitimacy, you 
need to see Israel for yourself. 
Experiencing Israel with LGBT people 
from around the world as we celebrate our 
identity is an opportunity we have waited 
for, prayed for, dreamed of, for 2000 years. 
I hope you will join me for the experience 
of a lifetime. In the words of Hillel, “If not 
now, when?”

“My father was a wandering Aramean ...” 
So the story of our people begins in our 
annual Passover re-telling. The journey is a 
central motif both of our sacred text and 
our historical experiences as Jews, and the 
theme of the second unit this year in Beit 
Sefer Phyllis Mintzer. 


In our people’s atlas every map is riddled 
with arrows depicting centuries of wander- 
ing.
